An  ordinance  granting  authority  to  Jacob  Epstein  to 
connect  the  rear  of  premises  occupied  by  him,  on  the 
north  side  of  West  Baltimore  street,  between  Liberty 
and  Howard  streets,  with  the  rear  of  the  proposed 
building  or  improvements  to  be  erected  by  him  on 
the  south  side  of  West  Fayette  street  ancj  the  north 
side  of  Garrett  street,  commonly  known  as  Garrett 
alley,  between  Liberty  and  Howard  streets,  by  a  tun- 
nel beneath  and  an-enclosed  superstructure  or  super- 
structures above  the  surface  of  said  Garrett  street, 
commonly  known  as  Garrett  alley. 

Section  1.  Be  it  ordained  by  the  Mayor 
and  City  Council  of  Baltimore,  That  for  the 
convenience  of  the  public  having  business 
with  Jacob  Epstein,  trading  under  the  name 
of  The  Baltimore  Bargain  House,  authority 
be  and  the  same  is  hereby  granted  to  the 
said  Jacob  Epstein  to  construct,  erect  and 
maintain,  at  his  own  cost,  for  a  period  not 
exceeding  twentj^-five  years,  a  tunnel  or 
passageway  beneath  the  surface  of  Garrett 
street,  commonly  known  as  Garrett  alley, 
and  an  enclosed  superstructure  or  super- 
structures across  and  above  the  surface  of  said 
Garrett  street,  commonly  known  as  Garrett 
alley,  which  shall  connect  the  rear  of  prem- 
ises occupied  by  the  said  Jacob  Epstein,  on 
the  north  side  of   West    Baltimore   street,

between  Liberty  and  Howard  streets,  with 
the  building  or  improvements  proposed  to 
be  erected  by  him  on  the  south  side  of  West 
Fayette  street  and  the  north  side  of  Garrett 
street,  commonly  known  as  Garrett  alley, 
between  Liberty  and  Howard  streets,  upon 
the  terms  and  conditions  following;  that  is 
to  say : 

I.  That  the  said  tunnel  or  passageway 
beneath  the  surface  of  said  Garrett  street, 
or  alley,  shall  be  constructed  under  the 
supervision  of  the  City  Commissioner,  and 
in  such  manner  as  not  to  weaken  the  bed  of 
said  street  or  alley,  or  endanger  the  safety 
of  vehicles  passing  thereover,  or  to  inter- 
fere with  the  present  or  future  use  of  said 
alley  for  public  purposes,  such  as  laying 
pipes,  subways,  etc. 

II.  That  said  enclosed  superstructure  or 
superstructures  shall  connect  one  or  more  of 
the  floors  of  the  premises  occupied  by  the 
said  Jacob  Epstein,  on  West  Baltimore  street, 
as  aforesaid,  with  the  corresponding  floor 
or  floors  of  the  building  or  improvements  to 
be  erected  by  him  on  the  south  side  of 
West  Fayette  street  and  the  north  side  of 
Garrett  street,  as  aforesaid ;  that  the  bottom 
of  the  lowest  of  said  superstructure  or  super- 
structures shall,  in  order  to  permit  the  free 
passage  of  vehicles  of  every  description 
through  said  Garrett  street  or  alley,  be  not 
less  than  sixteen  feet  from  the  surface  of 
the  centre  of  said  Garrett  street  or  alley; 
and  that  said  enclosed  superstructure  or 
superstructures  shall  be  erected  and  com- 
pleted under  the  supervision  and  to  the  sat- 
isfaction of  the  Inspector  of  Buildings  for 
Baltimore  City. 


ORDINANCES. 

III.  That  said  underground  tunnel  or  pas- 
sageway and  said  enclosed  superstructure  or 
superstructures  shall  be  completed  within 
six  months  from  the  passage  of  this  ordi- 
nance. 

IV.  That  the  said  Jacob  Epstein  shall  pay 
to  the  City  of  Baltimore  as  compensation 
for  the  franchise  hereby  granted  the  sum  of 
one  hundred  dollars.

An  ordinance  to  regulate  the  printing  to  be  done  for 
the  two  Branches  of  the  City  Council  and  for  certain 
departments  of  the  city  government,  and  the  prices 
thereof. 

Section  1.  Be  it  ordained  by  the  Mayor 
and  City  Council  of  Baltimore,  That  there 
shall  be  appointed,  as  other  joint  standing 
committees  are  appointed,  three  members 
of  the  Council  from  each  Branch  to  consti- 
tute the  Joint  Standing  Committee  on  Print- 
ing and  Stationery,  who  shall  order  all 
printing  or  other  articles  required  by  the 
Council,  and  examine  and  approve  all  bills 
for  the  execution  of  the  same. 

Sec.  2.  And  be  it  further  ordained,  That 
the  Public  Printer  shall  execute  work  in 
accordance  with  the  following  specifications, 
only  when  ordered,  as  herein  provided,  and 
in  the  amounts  required  by  the  Joint  Stand- 
ing Committee  on  Printing,  and  he  shall  be 
paid  for  all  such  work  at  the  prices  and 
upon  the  conditions  named  below:

Every  order  must  be  issued  in  writing 
and  signed  by  the  Chairman  of  the  Joint 
Standing  Committee  on  Printing.  The 
Chief  Clerk  of  the  Second  Branch  shall 
keep  on  file  copies  of  all  orders.  All  work 
shall  be  delivered  under  the  direction  of  the 
Joint  Standing  Committee  on  Printing,  and 
must  be  receipted  for  on  delivery. 

Bills  rendered  must  have  attached  the 
orders  and  receipt  for  the  work  charged 
for,  and  must  be  approved  by  the  Joint 
Standing  Committee  on  Printing.

And  be  it  further  ordained,  That 
if  after  one  year  from  the  date  hereof  the 
prices  herein  allowed,  or  any  of  them,  shall 
be  deemed  by  the  Mayor  and  City  Council 
of  Baltimore  to  be  more  than  they  should 
be.  then  the  such  excessive  prices  may  be 
reduced  by  ordinance  or  resolution;  such 
reduced  prices  to  apply  to  all  the  work 
thereafter  to  be  done  by  the  Public  Printer 
elected  June  12,  1899,  and  his  successors. 

Sec.  4.  And  be  it  further  ordained,  That 
the  President  of  the  Second  Branch  of  the 
City  Council  is  hereby  authorized  to  employ 
a  competent  indexer,  at  the  expense  of  not 
more  than  S250,  to  prepare  indices  for  the 
bound  volumes  of  the  First  and  Second 
Branch  Journals,  and  the  bound  volumes  of 
Ordinances  and  Resolutions,  and  the  bound 
volumes  of  Reports  and  Mayor's  Message, 
known  as  the  Appendix,  for  insertion  in 
said  volumes  by  the  Public  Printer. 

Sec.  5.  And  be  it  further  ordained,  That 
all  ordinances  and  resolutions,  and  parts  of 
ordinances  and  resolutions,  inconsistent  with 
this  ordinance  be  and  the  same  are  hereby 
repealed. 

Sec  6.  And  be  it  further  ordained,  That 
this  ordinance  shall  take  effect  from  the 
date  of  its  passage.

not  be  lawful  for  any  unauthorized  person 
or  persons,  whether  passengers  or  other- 
wise, to  intentionally  pull  or  otherwise 
interfere  with  the  trolley  or  trolley-rope  so 
that  the  trolley  wheel  shall  be  pulled  from 
the  overhead  trolley-wire,  or  to  apply  or 
put  on  the  brakes  of  any  electric  street  rail- 
way car  within  the  limits  of  the  City  of 
Baltimore,  under  a  penalty  of  not  less  than 
five  dollars,  nor  more  than  twenty  dollars; 
to  be  recovered  as  other  fines  and  penalties 
are  now  recoverable. 

And  be  it  ordained  further,  That 
this  ordinance  shall  take  effect  from  the 
date  of  its  passage.

An  ordinance  authorizing  the  Northern  Central  Rail- 
way Company  to  construct,  maintain  and  operate 
two  switches  and  sidings,  one  in  the  bed  of  Bond 
street,  and  the  other  in  the  bed  of  Thames  street, 
to  connect  with  its  track  now  on  said  streets,  respec- 
tively, and  to  run  thence  to  its  property  fronting  on 
Thames  street. 

Section  1.  Be  it  ordained  by  the  Mayor 
and  City  Council  of  Baltimore,  That  the 
Northern  Central  Railway  Company  be  and 
it  is  hereby  authorized  to  construct,  main- 
tain and  operate  two  switches  and  sidings, 
one  switch  and  siding  in  the  bed  of  Bond 
street,  and  the  other  in  the  bed  of  Thames 
street,  to  connect  with  its  track  now  on 
said  streets,  respectively,  and  to  run  thence 
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to  its  property  situated  on  the  southeast 
side  of  Thames  street,  as  shown  on  the  plat 
hereto  annexed,  and  made  part  of  this  ordi- 
nance; the  centre  lines  of  which  sidings  are 
respectively  described  as  follows :  Begin- 
ning for  one  thereof  in  the  centre  line  of 
the  track  of  the  Northern  Central  Rail- 
way Company  as  now  located  in  or  near 
the  middle  of  Bond  street  at  a  point  78  feet 
north  of  the  intersection  of  the  said  centre 
line  of  track  on  Bond  street  with  the  centre 
line  of  said  company's  track  on  Thames 
street,  and  extending  thence  southeast- 
wardly  by  a  line  curving  toward  the  east  as 
follows  :  First,  with  a  radius  of  342  feet 
the  distance  of  (37  feet,  and  second,  with 
a  radius  of  85  feet  the  distance  of  28  feet, 
and  thence  by  a  straight  line  tangent  to 
last-described  curve  the  distance  of  7  feet  Lines. 
to  the  southeast  side  of  Thames  street ; 
thence  continuing  by  said  straight  line  and 
on  Bond  street  the  distance  of  202  feet — 
total  length  of  said  connection,  as  above 
described,  being  301  feet.  And  beginning 
for  the  other  thereof  in  the  centre  line  of 
said  track  as  now  located  in  or  near  the 
middle  of  Thames  street  at  a  point  52  feet 
northeast  of  the  intersection  of  centre  lines 
of  tracks  on  Bond  and  Thames  streets,  as 
hereinbefore  described,  and  extending  thence 
eastward  by  a  line  carving  toward  the  south, 
with  a  radius  of  85  feet  the  distance  of  82 
feet  to  the  southeast  side  of  Bond  street; 
said  sidings  to  be  of  standard  width,  5  feet 
2  inches  out  to  out  of  rails;  the  work  of 
constructing  said  switches  and  sidings  to  be 
done  under  the  supervision  of  the  City 
Commissioner;  the  expense  of  said  super- 
vision (one  hundred  dollars),  and  also  the 
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Provisions  of 
grant  of  right.

Sec.  2.  And  be  it  further  ordained,  That 
the   Mayor  and   City  Council  of  Baltimore 
shall  at  all  times  have  and  retain  the  power 
and    right    to    reasonably    regulate    in    the 
public   interest    the    exercise   of    the  right 
herein  granted,  and  said  right  shall  be  exer- 
cised   and   enjoyed    six    months   after    the 
grant,  as  provided  by  Section  37  of  Article  4 
of  the  Code  of  Public  Local  Laws  of  Mary- 
land,   entitled    "City    of   Baltimore, "    sub- 
title  ''Charter/'  and  that  the  right  herein 
granted  shall  be  held,  exercised  and  enjoyed 
for  the  period  of  twenty-five  years,  and  with 
the  further  right  to  the  said  grantee  at  a 
fair  revaluation,  including  in  such  revalua- 
tion the  valuation  derived  from  said  right 
to  removals  not  exceeding  in  the  aggregate 
twenty -five  years;  that  upon  the  termina- 
tion of  said  right  herein  granted  there  shall 
be  a  fair  valuation  of  the  plant  and  prop- 
erty of  said  grantee  to  be  constructed  in  the 
beds  of  Bond  and  Thames  streets,  respec- 
tively, by  virtue  of  this  ordinance,  which 
shall   be  and  become  the  property  of  the 
City  of    Baltimore   at   its    election,    on    its 
paying  said  grantee  said  valuation;  the  said 
payment  to  be  at  a  fair  and  equitable  valu- 
ation of  the  same  as  property,  excluding 
any  valuation   derived   from   the  right    or 
franchise    by  this    ordinance   granted;    the 
said  revaluation  and  valuation  hereinbefore 
provided  for  to  be  determined  upon  by  two 
arbitrators — one   to    be   appointed   by   the 
Mayor  and  City  Council  of  Baltimore,  and 
the   other   to    be   appointed    by    the    said 
grantee,  its  successors  or  assigns,  who,  in 
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case  they  shall  be  unable  to  agree  between 
themselves,  shall  appoint  a  third  arbitra- 
tor, and  the  decision  of  a  majority  of  said 
arbitrators  shall  be  final  and  binding  as  to 
the  revaluation  or  valuation  aforesaid. 


Sec.  3.  And  be  it  further  ordained,  That 
the  right  and  duty  are  hereby  expressly 
reserved  to  the  Mayor  and  City  Council  of 
Baltimore  at  all  times  to  exercise  in  the 
interest  of  the  public  a  full  municipal 
superintendence,  regulation  and  control  in 
respect  to  all  matters  connected  with  the 
grant  herein  contained,  and  not  inconsistent 
with  the  terms  thereof.

Sec.  4.  And  be  it  further  ordained,  That 
in  consideration  of  the  right  hereinbefore 
granted  the  said  grantee  shall  pay  to  the 
Mayor  and  City  Council  of  Baltimore  the 
sum  of  seven  hundred  and  fifty  dollars 
within  ten  days  after  the  passage  of  the 
ordinance.

Sec.  5.  And  be  it  further  ordained,  That 
the  said  grantee,  after  the  construction  of 
siid  sidings,  shall  under  the  supervision  of 
the  City  Commissioner  repave  the  street 
between  the  tracks,  and  three  feet  on  either 
side  thereof,  and  place  the  same  in  thor- 
ough repair,  and  maintain  the  same,  and 
said  tracks  in  good  condition  throughout 
the  full  term  of  this  grant. 

Sec.  6.  And  be  it  further  ordained,  That 
the  said  grantee  before  commencing  the 
work  of  constructing  of  said  switches  and 
sidings  shall  file  with  the  City  Comptroller 
a  bond  to  the  Mayor  and  City  Council  of 
Baltimore,  to  be  approved  by  the  Mayor,  in

An  ordinance  to  provide  for  the  appropriation  of  one 
thousand  dollars  for  the  completion  of  the  construc- 
tion of  Burgundy-alley  sewer. 

Section  1.  Be  it  ordained  by  the  Mayor 
and  City  Council  of  Baltimore,  That  the 
City  Commissioner  be  and  he  is  hereby  au- 
thorized and  directed  to  proceed  with  the 
completion  of  the  Burgundy-alley  sewer,  as 
provided  in  Ordinance  No.  140,  approved 
January  11,  1899,  and  that  the  sum  of  one 
thousand  ($1,000)  dollars  or  so  much  thereof 
as  may  be  required,  be  and  the  same  is 
hereby  appropriated  to  defray  the  cost  of 
the  same;  said  sum  to  be  taken  out  of  any 
unexpended  balance  remaining  of  the  one 
million  ($1,000,000)  dollars  set  apart  for  the 
construction  of  sewers  in  the  ordinance  pro- 
viding for  the  issue  of  six  million  ($6,000,- 
000)  dollars  in  bonds  for  public  improve- 
ments, approved  October  7,  1892. 

Sec.  2.  And  be  it  further  ordained,  That 
the  Commissioners  of  Finance  are  hereby 
directed  to  sell,  from  time  to  time,  so  many 
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of  said  bonds  as  are  required,  and  to  pay 
the  proceeds  to  the  City  Register,  to  be  ap- 
plied, on  the  warrant  of  the  City  Comp- 
troller, for  the  purpose  above  mentioned, 
and  for  no  other  purpose.

Ordinance  to  permit  J.  C.  Benzinger,  M.D.,  to  connect 
drain  from  1906  East  Baltimore  street  with  private 
sewer  of  Wm.

Whereas,  The  City  Council  of  1898  and 
1899  passed  an  ordinance  for  the  paving  and 
grading  of  St.  Paul  street,  from  Twenty- 
fifth  street  to  Thirtieth  street,  the  whole 
cost  of  which  is  to  be  borne  by  the  owners 
of  the  abutting  property,  and  the  Mayor 
approved  the  same  April  27,  1899;  and 

Whereas,  By  a  decision  of  Judge  Stock- 
bridge  the  same  was  declared  void  on  ac- 
count of  the  insufficiency  of  notice  to  the 
property  owners  abutting  on  said  improve- 
ment; therefore, 

Section  1.  Be  it  ordained  by  the  Mayor 
and  City  Council  of  Baltimore,  That  the 
City  Commissioner  be  and  he  is  hereby 
authorized  and  directed  to  have  all  that

sheet  asphalt,  and  to  rekerb,  where  neces- 
sary, with  six  inch  granite  kerb,  and  to  reset 
kerb  where  necessary,  all  that  part  of  St. 
Paul  street,  from  the  north  side  of  Twenty- 
fifth  street  to  the  north  side  of  Thirtieth 
street;  said  paving  and  repaving  to  be  upon 
a  concrete  foundation  six  inches  in  thick-

possession  of  any  perishable  or  moveable 
property  of  the  City  of  Baltimore,  or  to 
whom  the  keeping  or  use  or  distribution  or 
issue  of  any  such  property  is  committed  by 
any  law  or  by  any  ordinance  of  said  city, 
be  and  they  and  each  of  them  are  hereby 
directed  to  immediately  prepare  a  list  or 
inventory  of  said  property,  and  to  file  the 
same  with  the  City  Librarian.  Where  any 
head  of  department  or  other  superior  officer 
lias  in  the  discharge  of  his  duty  to  commit 
the    keeping    or   use    of   such    property   to 
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any  subordinate  officer  or  employee,  the 
list  or  inventory  of  such  property  is  to  be 
included  in  that  filed  by  such  head  of  de- 
partment or  superior  officer,  and  such  sub- 
ordinate officer  or  employee  need  file  no  list 
or  inventory. 

Sec.  2.  And  be  it  further  ordained,  That 
it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  City  Librarian 
to  carefully  keep  said  list  or  inventory,  and 
to  have  the  same  copied  into  a  book  or 
books  kept  for  that  purpose.

moveable  property  of  the  said  city  which 
may  be  in  his  possession,  or  may  have  come 
into  his  possession  during  his  term  of  office;

or  vacation  of  office  or  employment  the 
person  who  has  held  or  exercised  the  same 
shall  deliver  to  his  successor,  or,  if  there  be 
no  successor,  to  such  person  as  the  Mayor 
shall  designate,  all  of  the  property  of  the 
kind  aforementioned,  which  appears  or 
should  appear  by  the  account  to  be  then 
rendered  as  above  provided,  to  be  in  his 
possession  or  keeping,  and  such  successor  or 
person,  so  by  the  Mayor  designated,  shall 
give   a  receipt   for   the  same.     In  case  any 
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such  office  or  employment  is  vacated  by 
death  or  by  a  cause  rendering  the  person
